Boycotts of Red Goods 
Said to Hurt Only U.S. 


The State Department is- 
sued a new blast yesterday 
against the use of blacklists, 
boycotts, threats or picketing 
by Americans opposed to the 
sale in this country of goods 
imported from the Co mmunis t, 
nations of Eastern Europe, in- 
cluding Russia, 

A pamphlet issued by the 
j department declared it is not 
! Eastern European countries 
but the United States which is 
damaged by interference with 
trade in Communist - made 
goods. Such opposition was at- 
tributed to “an unrealistically 
simple view” of U.S.-Commu- 
niist relations. 

The pamphlet argued that 
the Communist countries are 
(expanding their trade with na- 
tions in Western Europe. Fail- 
lure of the United States to 
expand trade with them, the 
State Department said, means 
a loss of jobs and income to 
U.S. workers, businessmen! 


•and farmers — and a failure to 
develop better relations with 
individual Communist nations. 

Why the pamphlet was is- 
sued at this time was not 
clear, but press officer Robert 
J. McCloskey made reference 
to continuing “harassment” of 
tobacco companies which im- 
port from Yugoslavia small 
amounts of oriental tobacco 
not grown in the United 
States but used here as a 
blend in cigarettes.
